.SENATOR MCCUMBER ON TUE TA RI EE 


S e n a t o r M( C u m b er, of North Dakota, chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Finance Committee, asserter! in- the Senate a few days ago 
that the large metropolitan newspapers are in sympathy with th< 
importers of foreign goods and therefore not in favor of protec­ 
tion of American industries. 
In the course of his remarks he de­ 
clared that if the great department store's do not own stock in 
the big metropolitan press of the country, they are their cus­ 
tomers, and through the business office control the policy of those! 
papers. 
“I would to heaven,” said Senator McClimber, “that the 
American consumer could compare the price which these stores 
pay for the things which they import with the price they charge 
the consumer. 
Any little profit that may be made by the pro­ 
ducer in this country would sink into insignificance compared with 
the enormous profit that is measured between the importer’s pur­ 
chase price and the selling price of the same commodities in these 
great stores whose representatives are damning every effort to 
keep alive the American producer. 
Every one of (these great de­ 
partment; establishments is an importer.” 
Senator Mc Cumber said his committee had before it only 
a little while ago some razors imported from a foreign country 
to be sold to the consumer in the United States. Each razor was 
in its own case, and on the cover of the case was marked “Three 
Dollars.” That meant that the razor was retailed for $3, or $36 a 
dozen. 
These razors cost, accroding to the invoice, Senator Me- 
Cumber declared, 59 cents a dozen, or 5 cents apiece. 
Ile told also of a watch with a Swiss movement, manufactured 
in a foreign country, gold filled, warranted for 20 years, with ten 
jewels. This watch cost the importer, as invoiced, 60 cents, and 
is sold in this country at from $15 to $25. “I can pick up article 
after article that is being imported that will show from IOO to 
1,000 per cent profit,” the Senator declared. 
One can readily see by this that even with a valuation of im­ 
ported articles for tariff duties by the American plan, that is, to 
pay a tariff rate on the wholesale selling price in this market in­ 
stead of on the European cost price, the importers could well af­ 
ford to pay such a tar ill', and would still be able, if they wished, 
to undersell the American manufactured goods. 
The consumer, 
as noted, now pays the importer the enormous profit extorted, as 
the imported articles are sold in the American market at American 
prices. 
Ninety per cent of the products consumed in the United States 
are now produced in the United States. We want to continue to 
produce them in this country, and thus keep the industries of the 
United States in operation. 
To do this we must give protection 
to the American producer—sufficient protection to enable him to 
pay the wages which would enable the American laborer to pay 
the rent that he must pay and maintain an American standard 
of living. 


BI RDEN BN WATER CONSUMER 


W e a r e told by the Water & Light Board that meter rates 
for waiter are what they are because not enough money is paid 
by property for fire protection service as now rendered; that the 
difference between what the City ought to pay and what it pays 
now is made up by putting the burden on the metered consumer, 
and that until the amendment, as proposed, is adopted, th at will 
always be the case, is unavoidable, and rates could net be lowered 
until many years from now when it is hoped the consumption of 
water will have been increased greatly over what it is today. 
The Beard wants to know if it is our wish that it continue a poor 
business principle, the result of which is keeping the rates up. To 
obtain a lower meter rate is put up squarely and plainly to the 
voters. Your vote will decide. 
You are not being influenced one 
way or the other, but it is ‘hoped the voter will do some real think­ 
ing on this question.

It is very generally conceded that there is no more accurate 
indication of the return to prosperity than the state of the bond 
selling market. It not only reflects the increased earning capacity 
of the people, but it also indicates a confidence on their part that 
the future of business is going to be good—a confidence that they 
are backing up by putting their savings into industrial concerns.

National Marriage Law Advocated 
Chief am ong the unfortunate m ar­ 
riages is the one where there is dis­ 
gusting incivility and familiarity be­ 
tween husband and wife. 
Occasional 
infidelity is less heinous than rude­ 
ness. 
The spectacle of a man shout­ 
ing at his wife, “ Shut u p !” for in­ 
stance, is enough to make one be­ 
lieve in divorce. 
Then there is the 
m arriage where th® man or woman 
outgrows each other. 
There should be a national law that 
should define the ages which couples 
m ust he to get m arried; that should 
make imperative a physical examinar 
tion and see that the couple are eu­ 
genically fitted to m ate; that should 
provide that the husband is in fit cir­ 
cum stances to support a family; that 
should provide for more notice than 
a m ere forty-eight hours intention of 
getting married.
